CLUBS AND 8TOWES.

Released Only When His Assailants Pe- 
lieved Him Deed, amd He Cannot Re 
cover—Trotter the Seene of the Wila- 
est. Discrder—More Deputies Tele- 
‘graphed to Go to the Mayfield and 
Donnelly Plants Situation Critical. 


UNMonrowr, Pa., Aprit 4.—The war be- 
tween the coke strikers and the workmen is 
now on in earnest and a number of serious 
outbreaks are reported. The worst of these 
was a murderous assault on Andy 
Miller, a Hungarian, near Trotter shortly be- 
fore ‘midnight. He was attacked by fifty 
rioters and being taken fof a workman, was 
horribly beaten with clubs agd stones. He 
was released only when thought to be dead’ 
He will not live. 

Trotter was the scene of the wildest dis- 
order. Nearly 1,000 Hungarians camped 
there during the night. They took posses- 
sion of the company’s grounds and carried 
on in the most disgraceful manner. 

The Leissennig and Trotter works of the 
H. C, Frick company, have been running ex- 
cept when forced out by rioters. Shortly 
before midnight a squad of fifty men came 
across Andrew Miller on his way from Moyer 
to Trotter. He is a striker from the 
Trotter works, but lives at Moyer, from 
which place he was coming when attacked. 
The strikers took him for a workman and 
without asking any questions assaulted him 
and deat him into insensibility with clubs 
and stones. Covered with blood and un- 
conscious he was left lying on the road. 

The mob that camped at Trotter moved to 
New Haven, where they were joined by 
strikers from the southern end of the regions. 
They number nearly 2,000 men, and all are 
armed with guns, iron bars, picks and shov- 


els. . 
STRIKERS START NORTHWARD.

tween Connelisville and Mount Pleasant, 
where the strike has never been recognized. 
In this section there are about 4,000 men 
at Work under the p or armed 
deputics, aud it forms the wenge between 
the extreme southern and northern end of 
the coke fleld. 

If the strikers do not succeed in driving 
the men from these plants, the movement 


will he lost, They will force the men out at 
the point of guns rather than see them work. 
The southern end of the region was the®scene 
— numerous raids to-day, but no lives were 
ost. 

PLANTS SHUT DOWN. 


About 800 men from the works north of 
here marched to the Leith and Brownfield 
works of the Frick Co., to the Fair 
Chance works of the Fair Chance 


Furnace Co., and drove the men 
from the yards, Very little resistance was 
offered and now allthe plants south of Con- 
nelisville are shut down. The men were 
founda gojng to work, but returned without 
making a fight. . 

The workmen at the Mount Braddock 
works ofthe W. J. Rainey Co. were driven 
from the yards to-day by rioters, and the 
plant is now shut down, as are all the plants 
of the Kainey 1 

A delegation of rioters also visited the 
Wheeler and Morrell works of the McClure 
company, and compelled the men working 
to lay aown their tools and vacate the 
grounds, * 

It was later developed that the woman 
from the Leissennigs took a hand in the 
beating of Andy Miller last night, and the 
news reached here that a workman 
from the Painter plant of the 
McClure company was assaulted by the wives 
of the strikers last night and clabbed into 
insensibility, He was carried home and has 
not been able to move himself since. 


FIRST PITCHED BATTLE. 
At the Mayfield and Donnelly plants of the 
McClure Coke Co., on the Mount Pleasant 
branch, was the scene of the first pitched 
battle about 10:30 o’clock to-day. The rioters 


had assembled in large numbers and were 
parading about the works with colors flying. 
‘The men were working both in the yards and 
inthe pit and the strikers asked them to 
come out. No response was given. 

Supt, Boyland fifty armed deputies were 
in charge of the works and warned the 
strikers not to trespass. The rioters paid 
no attention to it and made a rush 
on the works. The first move called forth a 
volley of shot from the guards and 
one Hungarian fell mortally wounded. 
The — turned and fied, carryin 

their Wounded companion with them an 

leaving the plants in operation. About fif- 
teen shots were fired. 

It is sald that some were fired by the 
strikers, but they deny it and say it was an 
pak assault upon them dy the 
guards, 

The rioters returned to their place of 
rendezvous and rapidiy massed men for an- 
other attack.

FRISCO ORDERS. 


Judge Caldwell Files Several of Import 


ance To- Day. 
Judge Caldwell of the United States Circuit 


court to-day filed with Clerk Selby three 
orders giving the receivers of the St. Louis & 
San Francisco Rallwag certain powers.

Messrs. Reinhart, McCook and Wilson, 
authority to advance $3,500 to the Eureka 


Investment Co, The recetvers in 
their 1282 represented that the Frisco 
owned one-half the capital stock of the In- 
vestment company and held $25,000 of its first 
mortgage bonds, that $6,000 was needed to 
pay taxes on the property of the company at 
ureka Springs, Ark., and that 
the Frisco should par $3,500 of 
the amount. The second order instructed 
the receivers to adopt and live upto the 
terms of the lease which the st. Louis & Sen 
Francisco Railway made with the Fort 
Smith & Van Buren Bridge Co. in April, 
1885, for ninety-elight years. The bridge 
company owns the bridge 
the Arkansas River, between 
Buren and Fort Smith, Ark. 
The receivers represented that the bridge 
was a Very essential part of the system. By 
the terms ofthe lease the Frisco road pays a 
toll of $2 on each engine which hauls cars over 
the bridge and $1.50 on each coach, Daggase, 
express or sleeping car which passes over. 
The bridge has albondedjindebtedness of $389 ,- 


000, the interest on which the Frisco pays. 


The third order of Judge Caldwell empowered 
the receivers to pay the interest on sevV- 
eral series of bonds issued by the 
Frisco road. The first are known as the A 
B and O bonds, which amount to $5,666,600 
and are a first lion on the section of the road 
between Pacific and Seneca, Mo. The 
second series are the Missour! & 
Western bonds, amounting to $1,054,000, 
and Deingafirst lien on the road between 
Peirce City, Mo., and Oswego, Kan.The third 
series are the St. Louls, Witcita & Western 
honds, amounting to $2,000,000, and beinga 
first llen on the road between Oswego and 
Witchita,Kan. The fourth serfes are Known as 
first mortgage trust 6’s of 1880, amounting to 
$1,090,000, and resting asa mortgage on the 
road from Monett to Fayetteville, Mo,, and 
from Carl Junction to Girard, Mo. The last 
bonds are the equipment 6’s of 1884. All but 
$27,000 of this issue of bonds have been re 
tired and cancelled. The balance, principa 
and interest, fell due on the first of the 
present month. Judge Caldwell authorized 
the receivers to pay the $27,000 
with interest and to the inter- 
est on the outstanding bond issues. 
The Mercantiic ‘trust Co., which is the 
laintiff in the receivership proceedings, 
ook no exception to the petitions of the re- 
ceivers.

That is the last paragraph inthe home rule 
plank of the Democratic platform on which 
Grover Cleveland achieved the Presidency 
fora second time. But with the nomination 
Charles H. J. Taylor of Kansas as Recorder 
of Deeds for the District of Columbia, faith 
inthe Chicago platform has about disap- 
peared. The office isa purely ana peculiarly 
localone. Itissustained by fees paid ex- 
clusively by the property owners 
of the District, and the surplus receipts of 
the office, beyond the salaries and expenses,

BIGOTRY’S WORK IN POLITICS. 

The bloody riot at Kansas City yesterday 
in which one man was killed and five 
were wounded was the inevitable conse- 
quence of injecting church questions into 
politics. 

There are no greater enemies of the 
public welfare than those who attempt to 
put creed into the laws orto make it an 
issue in the political concerns of the 
people. Politics is then governed 
by bigotry and bigotry is the 
father of lies, persecutions, murders 
and riots. Reason and moderation 
disappear when the people divide on 
creedal lines and attempt to run the Gov- 
ernment in the interest of any creed 
or against any creed. There is no stopping 
place short of bloody strife on that path- 
way. It is fatal alike to sound politics 
and true religion. It is fatal to public 
peace. 

The responsibility for this riot can only 
be determined by careful legal inquiry, 
but the cause is well known, It is the 
outcome of the strife which has been occa- 
sioned by the movement tointroduse church 
fights in politics. This has led to angry 
sectarian abuse and animosities which 
could not fail to resultin bloodshed. The 
revival of the old ‘‘Knownothing’’ agita- 
‘tion by the A. P. A. is primarily respons- 
ible forthe trouble which has been ag- 
gravated by the hot-heads, bigots and 
demagogues among both Protestants and 
Catholics. 

But the agitation of fools and dema- 
gogues may lead to serious consequences 
which may in the end involve the welfare 
of all citizens. The Kansas City trouble 
shows the danger of an introduction of 
chureh bigotry in politics. It is a renewal 
of i the bloody ‘‘Knownothing’’ rivts 
and should be a solemn warning for the 
American people. All the friends of re- 
ligion and peace, and all patriotic citizens 
should stand together against such folly,

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A FRUITFUL SUGGESTION, 


There is a fruitful suggestion in that 
passage in Dr. Paquin’s paper read before 
the St. Louis Medical Society Saturday 
night, which declares civilization respon- 
sible for the paranoiacs who are becoming 
so numerous. The very civilization 
which is now imprisoning and killing 
paranoiacs,’’ said the doctor, eis often 
more guilty toward them and society than 
these unfortunates are toward the law of 
the land and the people, because civiliza- 
tion has produced them. 

It cannot be called civilization which 
| produces such results. Tobe civilized is 
simply to besocialized. Society has made 
many blunders in its progress and out of 
these blunders spring the curses which 
come as retributions, It is the natural re- 
sult of mistake for nature is as relentless 
toward error as human law is toward 
crime. There is no such thing known in 
her code asforgiveness. Society is pay- 
ing the penalty for the mistakes made in 
the paranolacs who murder and the help- 
less lunatics and idots who cumber the 
asylums of the land, a perpetual charge 
upon thecommunity. Oivilization is not 
to blame, but the failures to civilize, due 
to the selfishness of some andthe igno- 
rance of the many. 

Children who are brought up in the 
midst of dirt and degradation, pressed to 
steal and tempted every moment to com- 
mit worse offenses, cannot be expected to 
grow into healthy manhood. Nor can the 
boy who is taught that he has nothing to 
do in the world but enjoy himself with the 
wealth he did not earn do much better. 
They are both at a disadvantage from the 
point of view of a healthy civilization. 
And among the active, intelligent classes 
the nervous strain is too much for all but 
the strongest. The one object of the 
ordinary business man is to Keef bis 
grip,’’ and he isin constant fear that in 
the stress of unceasing merciless competi 
tion he will lose it. |

The fact that they have suffered from 
oppression and bad legislation merely in- 
creases the condemnation they merit by 
attempting to make bad worse, and to 
still fyrtherabuse the powers of govern- 
ment for selfish ends.

Tillman shows an inclination to 
cut fantastic capers in the exercise of his 
authority which threatens to destroy the 
credit he has gained by his firm and manly 
course in the beginning of the South Caro- 
lina troubles. 

His utterances smack of intemperate 
partisanship and his conduct tends to- 
wards tyranny. Histhreat to remove the 
municipal police and to use the military in 
the enforcement of the dispensary laws is 
unjustifiable. His declaration that he 
will have the Legislature pass a more 
stringent law, giving him more effectual 
powers and enforce them, is the height of 
folly at this time. His seizure of telegraph 
offices and railroads and attempted estab- 
lishment of a military censorship of dis- 
patches are despotic outrages. 

The situation which confronted Gov. 
Tillman at the outbreak of rioting called 
for the exercise of the highest degree of 
tact and discretion. As an executive of- 
ficer, charged with the duty of suppress- 
ing violence aroused by a law which was 
obnoxious to a large proportion of citi- 
zens, the Governor should have acted with 
dispassionate impartiality. As the Gov- 
ernor elected by the party responsible 
for the obnoxious law and for the intense 
animosity it excited, his aim should have 
been to allay party feeling and win the 
confidence of all parties, His use of the 
military should have been strictly limited 
to necessity. 

But instead of following this wise course 
the Governor seems to be plunging into 
partisan excesses and tyrannous abuses of 
authority. He is stirring up animosity by 
talking of a fight between the democracy 
and aristocracy and setting one class of 
citizens against another. He aggravates 
disorder and invites riot by unwarranted 
use of the military power. f 

It is a pity that Gov. Tillman is thus de- 
stroying an opportunity to strengthen the 
new political forces which he repre- 
sents, and it will be fortunate for South 
Carolina if her experiment with fool legis- 
lation and a hot-headed fanatic in the 
gubernatorial chair leads to no worse ills 
than she has experienced. 


Tue Mayor has done right in suspending 
City Register Pocock and preferring 
charges against him before the City Coun- 
cil, The case of City Attorney Butler in- 
volved a far more serious offense than that 
of Pocock, but the latter’s conduct affords 
ample warrant for trial under the removal 
provisions of the city charter. He is under 
accusation in the Police Court for violat- 
ing the law and disturbing the 
peace by a disgraceful brawl in 
a bawdy-house. Public office is brought 
into contempt by such scandalous and 
flagrant violations of law and decency by 
officials. But in addition to this charge of 
scandal and law violation the Mayor brings 
a charge of neglect of duty. Mr. Pocock 
isentitled toa fair hearing anda prompt 
dismissal if the inquiry sustains the alle- 
gations.

THE WORK IS WOW FULLY TWO-THIRDS 
DONE.

About 72,5600 Cubic Yards of Earth 
Have Been Removed, Leaving Prob- 
ably 52,000 Still to Be Excavated— 
The Fund Committee Satisfied With 
the Outiook—Lake Fund Lunch Asso- 
ciation. 


To-day there are 424 laborers employed on 
the Forest Park Lake. 

Ninety-one double teams and 12 carts 
are also engaged in the lake cut, and the 
work of excavation is going rapidly forward. 

The ladies of the Lake Fund Lunch Associa- 
tion to-day served lunch at the noon hour to 
the full force of laborers on the grounds, the 
usual promptness and business-like dispatch 
characteristic of this commendable auxiliary 
undertaking being noticeable. 

Work at the Park Lake is now being prose- 
cuted under most satisfactory conditions. 
Already about 72,500 cubic yards of earth 
have been removed from the cut, leaving 
about 52,000 cubic yards to be removed to 
complete the excavation of the half-mile 
course.

CORRODES THE WATER PIPES. 


Damage Done by Return Wires of the 
Suburban Ziectric Road. 


Supervisor of city Lighting A. J. O'Reilly 
has prepared a brief report for the Board of 
Public Improvements showing the condition 
of the water pipes which have been corroded 
vy the action of the return wires of the St.

Mayor Walbridge late yesterday afternoon 
concluded to exerci!

He then notifiea the Cit Council last night 
of his action, and prefer formal charges 
against Mr. Pocock. Iu his notice of removal 
to the City Register, the Mayor states that 
the reasons therefor are contained in the 
charges and specifications sent to the City 


Council, 


These charges as read to the Council last 
night are two: 

1, Conduct unbecoming a publiie officer 
and prejudicial to the pubiic service. 
2. Neglect of duty. 

The specification to the first charge sets 
forth the escapade of Mr. Pocock on the 
night of March 29, when he was arrested in 
the immoral resort of Lizzie Black on Chest- 
nut street in company with Belle Raymond, a 
woman of the town, both charged with 
assaulting the Black woman. The specifi- 
cation to charge 2 merely states that he 
has failed to comply with the charter provis- 
ion which requires evéry city officer and em- 
ploye except the Mayor to devote his entire 
time to the duties of hfs office. 

Upon receipt of the communication and 
charges from the Mayr the members of the 
Council were very mien surprised, and Mr. 


Arnstein made a motijn which was carried 


that the President appointa committee of 
three to investigate tle charges and report 
on the truth of them fo the Council.

A capper for a crap game solicited a re- 
porter’s patronage in one of the down-town 
hotels last evening, and when the prospec- 
tive victim expressed a willmgness to be 
piucked, led him toalittle game which is 
being run bDightly in the Clifton House, 110 
North Broadway. On the second floor of that 
hotel, in a large Dack room, the 
dice were rattling merrily upon 
the regulation green baize-covered table, 
marked ont in the regulation manner. 


Around the table was gathered upwards ofa 
score of well-dressed, respectable men, ap- 
parently substantial business men. That 
they must have had plenty of money was 
evident, for the chips—in stacks of $5 and $10, 
each chip representing .6 cents—were staked 
to be wonor lostina single throw with a 
nonchalance which bespoke a well-fillea 
pocketbook. 

The game is on the same floor as the hotel 
Office, in fact, thetw@rooms almost adjoin. 
10 reach the table it is only necessary to 
mount the steps, cross the office, pass thraugh 
a bed- room tothe left and exactly in line 
with the hotel desk, the door of which 
is left invitingly open, and the game is 
found.

broke. At all events, comparatively large 
sums of money changed hands with great 
rapidity, some of the change all the time 
sticking to the hands of the dealer.
